boldest thefts ever committed in this 
city was the third place where the 
hen house was robbed and that at 
the home of Officer

Pea. 
Within the shadow of where the of­ 
ficer lay wrapt in peaceful slumbers 
and within an arm ’s length of the 
dog house 
wherein 
is 
domiciled 
Rushville’s police blood hound, the 
thieves made 
away 
with 
several 
chickens. 
The 0. M. Cartmel store in West 
Seventh street was the scene of the 
fourth and most profitable robbery. 
Here the thieves 
broke 
the 
large 
plate glass window and entered the 
store. 
About fifty rings were taken, 
a number of stick pins, watch fobs 
and several pairs of 
shoes.

cash drawer was 
touched, but as 
Cartmel had “milked” it before re­ 
tiring nothing more than a few pen­ 
nies were secured in that quarter. 
A woman living near the Cartmel 
store said she saw a bright light in 
the place at midnight and suspected 
that something was 
wrong.

store was robbed last 
June 
when 
thieves made a profitable haul. 
Mr. 
Cartmel said today he thought the 
same parties that did the work last 
night got the plunder in June. 
Officer Pea received 
calls 
from 
the three places visited, at an early 
hour this morning, but as his blood 
hound was ill he was unable to make 
any headway toward rounding up the 
guilty parties. 
One of his 
blood 
hounds was poisoned a few days ago, 
and it is now thought that this was 
done with the robberies of last niglO 
in view. 
Since the dogs were bought 
there has been little or no stealing 
going on in this vicinity.

story and suplemented stories.

says: 
The foregoing, headlines and all, is 
from the Rushville 
Republican 
of 
Monday evening. 
Rumor said last 
summer that the Evans baby was a 
borrowed baby, blit the birth return 
made by Dr. Shannon apparently re - 
1 luted the rumor. 
Then the question 
arose as to why Mr. Evans should 
send to Greensboro, seven miles away 
for a doctor, when there were a doz­ 
en within easy call. 
This, too, was 
explained on the ground that Evans 
and Dr. Shannon are “chums,” and 
go hunting together. The date of the 
birth certificate is February 8, 1908, 
and is apparently regular in every 
detail. 
Mr. Evans is very indignant over 
the statement made in the Rushville 
paper and declares his intention of 
going to that village soon, and of 
demanding retraction and satisfac­ 
tion. 
Here it is looked upon differ­ 
ently by different people. 
Some take 
a rather serious view of the matter, 
saying there should be a thorough in­ 
vestigation. 
Others talk of it as a 
shrewd political trick, while 
many 
laugh the m atter away as a “good 
joke.”

The Greensburg News carries* an­ 
other story of “ Our Al” Linville, as 
follows: “ Nothing ever gave Al Lin­ 
ville, the clever little gentleman that 
hails from Rushville, more pleasure 
than when he goes waltzing about the 
room on a pair of roller skates, and 
when he is managing a rink then 
Al is supremely happy. His heart is 
again to be filled with joy for the 
next few months to come at least, as 


south wind was blowing and we were 
accompanied to our hotel by a con­ 
stant cloud of dust. 
Our first impression, you may 
guess, was not the best, but we were 
informed at the hotel, and have since 
observed, that this wind and dust 
was something unusual, and that San 
Angelo, after all, is not as ugly as it 
then appeared.

people picking cotton at this season. 
I have since learned that a field must 
be “ picked over” three or four times. 
Some of the bolls open up early in 
October and the last do not open up 
till late in the winter, hence in many 
instances the cotton is not picked till 
spring. While it is not the chief pro­ 
duct, cotton is 
grown 
extensively 
about San 
Angelo. 
Over 
fifteen 
thousand bales have been brought in­ 
to market 
here to 
date. 
A 
bale 
weighs about five hundred 
pounds 
and the cotton sells from seven to 
nine cents in the bale. 
Last year it 
brought as high as fifteen cents per j 
pound. 
From 
one-half to 
three- 
fourths of a bale is grown on an acre. 
(I am going into detail at times for 
the benefit of the school boys and 
girls who may read this letter, for I 
have them largely in mind in its prep­ 
aration.) 


Wheat is grown here successfully. 
Corn is grown but little. 
It may be 
grown, however, but 
much of 
the 
land is as yet undeveloped and other 
crops have proven more 
profitable. 
Most everyone in San Angelo keeps 
a horse and a great 
many keep a 
cow, which makes "a large demand 
for stock feed. 
The farmers supply 
this demand with sugar cane, kaffir 
com, and milo-maise. Sugar cane is 
sown in rows and is cut and bound 
in bundles like oats. 
Four or five 
tons is grown on an acre and it sells 
for six or seven 
dollars per 
ton. 
Kaffir 
com 
and 
milo-maize, two 
grains very much like sugar cane, are 
grown very 
much the 
same 
way. 
When ripe the large heads are cut 
off and marketed. 
Over a ton of 
these heads is produced on an acre 
and they are sold for never less than 
a cent a pound. Some of these heads 
are quite large, weighing from two to 
four pounds. After these grains have 
been “ topped” the remaining stalks 
are pastured. 
All kinds of garden 
truck thrive. 
Potatoes are grown in 
large quantities. 
Land close to the city sells frt>m 
one hundred to two hundred dollars 
per acre, bue the finest kind of land 
can be bought within five to eight 
miles of the city for twenty-five and 
thirty dollars per acre. 
Miles, by 
the way are not half so long either 
as they are in Rush county. 
The cost of 
living is 
about the 
same as in Rushville. 
Some things 
are higher, but meat is much cheaper 
here and twenty-one year old steers 
are not sold for veal. 
West Texas is not the “ wild and 
wooly” place that it is reputed to be. 
As a whole the people are most cul­ 
tured and are veiy friendly and ac­ 
commodating. 
There are nine large 
churches here and they are all well 
attended. Many cow boys gallop in­ 
to the city, but they are peaceable 
fellows. 
Pistols are not allowed to 
be sold in the State so they are not 
found in the hardware 
merchants’ 
stock. 
There are some saloonp here 
to be sure, but they do not conceal 
their 
mischief 
with 
screens 
and 
blinds. San Angelo boasts of not a 
single policeman in all its borders. 
It is expected (I neglected to say) 
that State prohibition will be voted 
in another year. 
Come over some evening and stay 
rifi bedtime. I know you wU. oe de­ 
lighted 
with this “ Garden of 
ihe 
Gods.” 
I almost forgot to tell you that we 
have purchased a pony. 
It is of a 
quiet, gentle disposition. It is some­ 
what lazy and particularly slow. Fa t 
want of a more poetic and appropri­ 
ate name we have called it “ Rush­ 
ville.”

Shively and L. Ert Slack made nega­ 
tive replies when asked if they favor 
an open ballot. 
They said that while 
they were willing to do whatever the 
other candidates say, the secret ballot 
Is more in line with the Australian 
voting 
system 
which 
was 
enacted 
years ago by the Democrats. 
Kern 
said no one will question the sincerity 
of the legislators, hut that the public 
has a right to know how everyone 
votes. 
Lamb declared that the time 
has gone by for transacting such im­ 
portant business as the election of a 
United States senator where the peo­ 
ple would know nothing about it. 
Ed­ 
ward G. Hoffman, the Fort Wayne 
candidate, is willing to stand for what­ 
ever the caucus wants to do. It is un­ 
derstood that a majority of the Demo­ 
cratic members are in favor of a secret 
ballot. 
The caucus probably will be 
held on Thursday or Friday night of 
next week. 
Party leaders are saying 
that an open ballot would he greatly 
to Kern’s advantage, as there are a 
number of counties where public senti­ 
ment is strong for him, but whose 
representatives are anxious to vote 
for other candidates. 
It is not likely 
that the candidates will make any 
great fuss over the manner of holding 
the ballot, 


Messina, Jan. 6.—The breaking out 
of typhoid fever here has filled the au­ 
thorities with alarm and apprehension. 
It is realized that unless proper sani­ 
tary precautions are taken at once the 
disease 
m a y spread far outside the 
ruined district. 
The work of rescue is being pushed 
on indefatigably by night as well as by 
day, and even now persons alive are 
occasionally dug out from the ruin?. 
An old woman was released from the 
wreckage of the church of San Fran­ 
cisco last evening. 
She did not seem 
to realize that she had been buried 
for so m any days. 
She explained that 
she thought she was entombed in the 
church after having died a natural 
death and that she was living in the 
hereafter. 
Efforts to release the living will be 
continued tor another day in cases 
where there is reason to believe that 
success will be met with. 
Those who 
have lost relatives and friends still 
continue to hope against hope, and no 
argument suffices to convince them 
that further search is useless. 
Some of the survivors seem to he 
quite incapable of helping them selves 
in even the most elementary manner. 
The following incident is a good exam­ 
ple of this condition: 
A correspond­ 
ent met a family consisting of father, 
mother and five children standing prac­ 
tically naked in a small open squarc% 
The rain was coming down in torrents. 
“For the love of God help us to get 
out of this inferno,” said the father of 
the family.

“Go down to the harbor and you

find boats ready to take you 
away.”

Earthquakes Bring Terror 
to the Few Survivors. 
Reggio, Jan. 6.—The work of rescue 
is practically completed here and it is 
expected that Reggio will be practi­ 
cally evacuated by tonight, when the 
troops and sailors will be reduced, all 
told, to 1,000 men. 
There are at pres­ 
ent 3,200 soldiers and 1,000 sailors 
here. 
Two aged men, each seventy years 
old, were abstracted alive from the ru­ 
ins last evening. A curious fact is the 
proportion of old people found alive 
after days of burial. 
They seem to 
have greater power of endurance than 
younger men and women. 
Earthquakes occurred here yester- 
day. the shocks being about twenty 
minutes apart. 
One of the heavy 
shocks caused the collapse of a num­ 
ber of broken walls and added to the 
terror cf the few survivors who re­ 
main here.
